Officials deny ex istence of 


Vietnam-bound Navy force 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Pentagon said today a six -ship 
Nav y task force headed by the 
nu clear-powered carrier E nter­ 
prise has left the Philippines on 
a mission “not connected with 
any thing going on in Sou th 
Vietnam .” 
Pentagon spok esman William 
Beecher flatly denied reports 
that the carrier grou p was 
bou nd for waters off Sou th Viet­ 
nam becau se of battlefield re­ 


v erses su ffered by Sou th Viet­ 
namese forces. 
“If the United States was 
contemplating any military ac­ 
tion in Sou th Vietnam,” Bee­ 
cher told a briefing, “it wou ld 
first consu lt the Congress.” 
The ships sailed from their 
base at Su bic Bay on Bataan 
and were headed in a sou th­ 
westerly direction, according to 
Maj. Gen. Winant Sidle, a top 
P entagon 
spok esm an. 
The

is 
directly west of the ships’ home 
port. 


“It’s not tru e that any nav al' 
task force is going into Sou th 
Vietnamese w aters,” Sidle said 
referring to news reports that 
the ships were headed for Sou th 
Vietnam.

forces earlier today . 
Sidle declined to identify the 
ships' destination on the grou nd 
that Defense Department policy 
forbids the annou ncement of 
fleet mov ements. 
In Saigon, a U.S. Embassy 
spok esman said he k new noth­ 
ing abou t the report that a fleet 
was headed for Vietnamese w a­ 
ters. In Manila, a U.S. military 
spok esman had no comment on 
the report.

Hospital seek ing a special u se for condu cting a day 
care center at 113 S. Dix on Av e.

At the Dec. 10 meeting of the Lee Cou nty Board, 
State’s Atty . Patrick Ward declared the cou nty 
cou ld not legally contribu te any money toward the 
rehabilitation of the Peoria Av enu e bridge. 
The comment came as a resu lt of May or Warren 
W alder’s ask ing the cou nty to pay $9 0,000 toward 
this $6 00,000 project. 
Federal fu nds will finance all bu t $180,000 of the 
reconstru ction costs and the may or su ggested it 
wou ld be fair for the cou nty to pay half of that mon­ 
ey . 
The board su ggested a meeting between Ward 
and City Atty . Tomas Magdich. 
Monday Magdich told The Telegraph he has sent 
a letter to Ward, pointing ou t the cou nty may partic­ 
ipate in financing the bridge rebu ilding. 
The city barrister noted Ward had made his ru l­ 
ing from a section of state law which declares cou n­ 
ties may not render assistance to cities with popu la­ 
tion of more than 15,000. 
“There is a following section,” Magdich said, 
“which seemingly contradicts this passage on 
which Ward based his opinion.” 
The city attorney ex plained the first section 
which mentions the 15,000 popu lation is a m anda­ 
tory demand on cou nty boards, while the second 
mention of assisting mu nicipalities which does not 
inclu de a popu lation req u irement is a discretionary 
demand. 
“As I read the section Ward based his opinion on, 
it is mandatory for cou nties to assist cities with pop­ 
u lations of not more than 15,000 shou ld they meet 
certain other req u irements. 
“The other section which seems to be contradic­ 
tory ' with the first paragraph declares cou nties 
may , bu t are not req u ired to, assist cities seek ing 
assistance for road and bridge projects,” Magdich 
asserted. 
The city attorney adv ised in other su ch cases of 
contradictory laws, the Su preme Cou rt has held the 
permissiv e legislation shall be considerd as applic­ 
able to all su ch situ ations. 
He ex plained su ch a ru ling is in fav or of his opin­ 
ion. 
Magdich said a meeting between himself and 
Ward will be held before the Jan. 14 meeting of the 
board. 
May or Walder Monday said he is confident the 
Cou nty Board will come throu gh with the money he 
ask ed for the bridge rebu ilding.

The City Cou ncil will award a contract to Lind­ 
q u ist Constru ction Co. for $288,000, Friday , for 
bu ilding the new city garage. 
May or Warren Walder noted at Monday 's Cou n­ 
cil meeting the low bid was abou t $29 9 ,000 bu t did 
not inclu de $20,000 for site work and $15,000 in archi­ 
tect’s fees. 
These additions brou ght the total price to $334,- 
000, bu t the may or reported he and Commissioner 
Jam es G. Bu rk e and John McLane Jr., architect, 
had gone ov er the bid with representativ es of the 
Lindq u ist company and $46 ,000 has been shav ed 
from the original figu re. 
Bu rk e ex plained the redu ctions were realized by 
elimination of one bay of the bu ilding lowering the 
space by 2,000 sq u are feet, and deferring black top- 
ping of the park ing area at a sav ing of $15,000. 
Walder reported other sav ings were achiev ed by 
v ariou s constru ction changes for the bu ilding. 
Commissioner Arthu r Tofte objected. “This is 
still a lot of money and I still feel it is in a bad loca­ 
tion and I su spect the redu ctions are a disgu ise in 
the main bid and after constru ction gets u nder way 
these changes will be pu t back by change orders.” 
Walder reacted by calling for testimony from 
Bu rk e, McLane. Darlene Herzog, city controller, 
and Charles Sterrick er, street su perintendent, all 
who attended the meeting with the contractor, to 
maintain the negotiations were honestly discu ssed 
and agreem ents were made these cu ts in constru c­ 
tion cost are to be considered final. 
Bu rk e v ociferou sly back ed u p the may or and 
Tofte withdrew his criticism, say ing “You hav e an­ 
swered my q u estion.” 
The may or said he had hoped the total cost wou ld 
not ex ceed $26 0,000 and was “fearfu l” the projected 
cost might be prohibitiv e. 
He did su ggest if the present city garage cou ld be 
sold for $10,000 to $30,000 the financial situ ation 
wou ld be easier 
“If we can get $30,000 for the old garage, the total 
net ou tlay will be $258,000, which is within the ceil­ 
ing I hav e set.” 
Walder said the city has $16 5,700 in u ncommitted 
federal rev enu e sharing fu nds and “we will hav e to 
tap this fu nd if the total net cost goes ov er $26 0,000.” 
Commissioner Walter Lohse commented, “I be­ 
liev e the bids were competitiv e and we shou ld pro­ 
ceed with the project, which 1 consider the highest 
priority we hav e. 
“I pu t this action ahead of the priority of a new 
fire station or a new city hall,” continu ed the com­ 
missioner. 
Lohse also su ggested some citizens may not y et 
be su re abou t the financing of these projects and 


said “I want to say again there will not be one cent 
of real estate tax es, sales tax or state income tax re­ 
fu nds u sed for constru cting the bu ildings consid­ 
ered, and the city will not incu r any debt as a resu lt 
of ou r actions.” 
This prompted May or Walder to list what the 
city has u sed federal rev enu e sharing fu nds for so 
far. 
The pu rjjoses and the amou nts are: $42,000 for 
eq u ipment; $217,000 for ex tending sewer and water 
lines to the tollway interchange; $20,000 for engi­ 
neering fees for the tollway project and the ex ten­ 
sion of sanitary sewer line to the Ray nor Manu fac­ 
tu ring Co., and for the Sou th Riv er Bank project, 
and $36 ,000 for proceeding with the riv er bank re­ 
habilitation. 
The may or ex plained some federal flood relief 
fu nds were paid for the riv er bank project. 
Walder then noted the fu tu re ex pected u se of fed­ 
eral rev enu e fu nds are $200,000 for a city garage; 
$500,000 for a city hall; $400,000 for a fire station, 
and $150,000 for sewer lines to the Ray nor plant. 
Lohse ask ed McLane if the present city hall and 
garage wou ld pass insjaection of the Occu f>ational 
Safety and Health Administration (OSHA) or cou ld 
the bu ildings be brou ght u p to compliance with the 
agencies’ req u irements. 
McLane replied. “Six ty f>er cent of ou r work is 
remodeling and if we thou ght it were practical to re­ 
model the city ’s bu ildings, we wou ld admit the fact 
and su ggest that. 
“It is not an economically sou nd basis to try to 
bring these bu ildings u p to OSHA codes and if we did 
they wou ld not fu nction as wished.” 
The cou ncil concu rred in naming B A . Kennedy , 
a retired civ il engineer, to the Airport Board to fill 
the u nex pired term of the late Dr. W. A. McNichols, 
and the reappointments of Henry Kasper and 
Charles Marshall to the board. 
Approv ed was the issu ance of a liq u or license 
permitting Su nday sales of alcoholic bev erages with 
meals serv ed to the Nachu sa Hou se; and license 
permitting wine and beer to be sold on Su nday s with 
food serv ed for Joe’s Pizzeria, A1 and Leda’s Piz­ 
zeria, Pizza Hu t and Park way Village. 
The sales of liq u or on Su nday are permitted from 
noon to 10 p.m. 
Commissioner Tofte emphasized there will be no 
pack age sales of liq u or and no alcoholic bev erages 
may be tak en from the establishments.

9 54,800 ou nces and accepted 
bids for ju st 750,000 ou nces.

The biggest bid 
was for abou t 400,000 ou nces 
from the Dresdner Bank of 
New’ York , a su bsidiary of a 
m ajor West German bank 
Two Swiss bank s also were 
among the m ajor bidders. The 
complete list of su ccessfu l bid­ 
ders was to be made pu blic to­ 
day . 
Ex cept for bids from a few 
U.S. indu stries and bank s, most 
bids from Americans were for 
a single 400-ou nce bar of gold, 
the minimu m amou nt being 
au ctioned by the Treasu ry . 
The minimu m bid price ac­ 
cepted by the gov ernment was 
$153 an ou nce, considerably be­ 
low world m ark et gold prices, 
althou gh a few bids ranged as 
high as $185 an ou nce. 
The gold sold Monday will 
bring the gov ernment 
more 
than $100 million in rev enu e. 
Treasu ry Secretary William 
E. Simon ex pressed delight that 
Americans did not bu y u p all 
the gold at 
sharply higher 
prices. 
“It once again prov es that 
the American people are a good 
deal sm arter than many people 
giv e them credit for,” Simon 
said at a news conference. 
Of the 219 v alid bids receiv ed 
by the General Serv ices Admin­ 
istration, 100 were accepted. 
The su ccessfu l bidders will be 
able to pick u p their gold at the 
U S Assay Office in New York 
or at U.S. mints in Denv er and 
San Francisco, after pay ing the 
fu ll amou nt of their bids. 
Americans gained the right to 
own gold for the first time in 41 
y ears on Dec 31 Bu t the small 
q u antity of gold actu ally being 
bou ght has cau sed the price of 
gold to drop from a high of $200 
an ou nce to as low as $16 9 on 
the London gold m ark et in re ­ 
cent day s. 
The 2 million ou nces of gold 
offered by the Treasu ry repre­ 
sented less than 1 per cent of 
the total U.S. gold reserv es of 
278 million ou nces. The u nsold 
1,250,000 ou nces from the au c­ 
tion will be k ept in the official 
reserv es.

little indication of what the 
agenda for the first meeting 
wou ld be, say ing only that CIA 
Director William E Colby “and 
others will join u s du ring the 
cou rse of the day .” The com ­ 
mission is schedu led to report 
its findings on the agency ’s a l­ 
leged illegal domestic activ ities 
in March 
Meanwhile, the Senate For­ 
eign 
Relations 
Committee 
u rged 
the 
CIA 
to 
comply 
promptly with a new law re­ 
stricting 
cov ert 
operations 
abroad. 
The req u est was made k nown 
Monday by Sen. John Spar­ 
k man, D Ala., incoming chair­ 
man of the committee. Spar­ 
k man also said that the com­ 
mittee probably will not mov e 
ahead with his prev iou sly an 


nou need intention to inv estigate 
allegations of CIA spy ing in the 
United States 
He said that the committee 
has no ju risdiction ov er domes 
tic affairs and is not lik ely to 
get inv olv ed directly into an in­ 
q u iry of any domestic CIA ac­ 
tiv ities. 


In a letter dated Jan 3 and 
made pu blic Monday , Spar 
k man ask ed Colby to rev iew 
CIA program s in order to iden 
tify any that mu st be ju stified 
and reported to the Hou se For 
eign Affairs Committee and 
Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee. 
A loreign aid au thorization 
bill signed by President Ford 
Dec. 30 cu ts off fu nds for all 
CIA activ ities abroad ex cept 
those “ intended solely for ob­ 
taining necessary intelligence.” 
The only ex ceptions can be op 
erations the President finds im ­ 
portant to the national secu rity 
and reports to the committees 
Spark m an's letter said the 
committee assu m es that any 
activ ities banned b> the new 


law were term inated Dec. 30 or 
that the req u ired report will be 
su bmitted promptly . 
Meanwhile, the White Hou se 
rejected criticism of the special 
commission President Ford es­ 
tablished to probe allegations of 
domestic spy ing by the CIA 
Vice President Rock efeller, 
head of the eight-member pan­ 
el, said it will “leav e no stone 
u ntu rned” in inv estigating the 
allegations. 
Sev eral m embers of Congress 
said they were sk eptical that 
the commission cou ld mak e an 
u nbiased probe. “ I seriou sly 
q u estion whether a panel so 
dominated by those oriented to 
gov ernment and the military -in­ 
telligence establishment 
can 
render an independent ju dge­ 
m ent,” said Sen. Richard S. 
Schweik er, R-Pa. 
In defense of the panel, presi­ 
dential press secretary Ron 
Nessen said that ‘ All of these

Meanwhile, Ford’s chief econ­ 
omist, Alan Greenspan, told a 
congressional panel that recov ­ 
ery from the cu rrent recession 
will tak e many months and is 
u nlik ely to redu ce spiraling 
u nemploy ment any time this 
y ear. 
Greenspan, chairm an of the 
Cou ncil of Economic Adv isers, 
testified before the Joint Eco­ 
nomic 
Committee 
that 
the 
cou ntry ’s jobless rate, now 7.1 
per cent, probably wou ld climb 
ev en higher this y ear 
Under q u estioning by 
the 
panel, he also said it is logical 
to assu me tha*. u nemploy ment 
will not be redu ced mu ch below 
6 ,5 per cent du ring 19 76 . 
He said an anticipated tu rn 
arou nd in the depressed au ­ 
tomobile 
and 
hou sing 
In 
du slries, along w ith depletion of 
indu strial inv entories, “shou ld 
begin to lift total produ ction 
... du ring the second half of 
the y ear.” 
Simon, in a New Orleans 
speech to the American Farm 
Bu reau Federation, said Ford’s 
new economic program will pu l 
eq u al stress on anti-inflation 
m easu res and efforts to fight 
the recession. 
On energy conserv ation, Si­ 
mon ru led ou t iu el rationing 


bu t declined to prov ide details 
on the program which he said 
wou ld req u ire personal sacri­ 
fices. 


The adm inistration reportedly 
is considering a plan to dis­ 
cou rage fu el consu mption by 
raising the price of both dom es­ 
tic and imported oil by $3 a 
barrel, which might lead to a 
gasoline price hik e of abou t 7 .5 
cents per gallon at the pu mp.

sou rces, the m assiv e additional 
tax and tariff rev enu es gener­ 
ated by the imposed oil price 
increase wou ld somehow be re ­ 
tu rned to the pu blic, perhaps 
throu gh income tax cu ts.

The 
sales v olu me was the second 
worst perform ance in 11 y ears 
—Statistics released by the 
Federal Reserv e Board showed 
that consu mers cu t back on 
their indebtedness by a record 
$402 million in Nov ember, re ­ 
flecting a drastic drop in bor 
rowing for new cars and per 
sonal loans. The figu res gav e 
fu rther ev idence of low con 
su m er confidence in the econo 
m y ’s health.

Genius Sir Isaac Newton was 
born on Jan. 4. 1643 (new calendar) 
in the hamlet of Woolsthorpe, Lin­ 
colnshire. England. 
Genius Albert Einstein once esti­ 
mated to me that the world's knowl­ 
edge doubled from the time of Christ 
to 1643. Then an upward surge and 
great expansion began. Our knowl­ 
edge, said Dr. Einstein, doubled 
again in the next 50 years, and so on. 
in a geometric progression. 
1 asked Dr. Einstein why he chose 
the year 1643. “ That was the birth- 
year of New ton," he answered. 
Cambridge-educated Sir 
Isaac 
Newton 
was a 
farm 
boy 
who 
throughout his life was unable to rid 
himself of the coarse speech of his 
father But he was the epitome of 
Descartes' famous “ Je pense. done 
je suis"—" I think, therefore I am," 
Intellectuals are the great reser­ 
voirs of progress and human better­ 
ment in any age. He who thinks 
makes others think. .And Newton, of 
course, was one of the greatest intel­ 
lectuals of all time. 
Said modest genius Newton: “ To 
myself I seem only like a boy play­ 
ing on some seashore and diverting 
myself in finding another pebble of 
knowledge while the great ocean of 
truth remains undiscovered before 
me.” 
He died at 85 (March 20. 1727) 
still productive To the very end. like 
Longfellow s ship, you find “ the 
thrill of life along the keel.” 
In Newton’s era. revived in our 
century, m athematicians were 
sought like golden birds The initial 
thrust of Newton's career, however, 
is a surprise. It was in the virgin 
field of optics. 
When a lady looks at her prism- 
cut diamond ring today she can 
thank Sir Isaac Nev.ton, 
He started gem cutters on their 
way with his fundamental discovery 
that a beam of light directed through 
a glass prism creates a chiaroscuro 
and also splits into colored bands 
that catch fire and sparkle like a 
rainbow. The gem-cutting arts fol­ 
lowed gradually. 
In mathematics Newton was the 
original discoverer of the infinitesi­ 
mal calculus. And there was, of 
course, the apple that fell on New­ 
ton's head. 
Columbus began with only an 


egg. Using the egg to illustrate a 
sound idea he went on to discover 
off-shore America. Newton began 
with a piece of fruit. He went on to 
discover gravitation. 
The first Ptolemy (323-285 B.C.) 
founded the Alexandria mathemati­ 
cal school. There Greek mathemati­ 
cian and astronomer Aristarchus of 
Samos evolved the theory that the 
sun. not the earth, was the center of 
the solar system—a concept disre­ 
garded and’then lost for centuries. 
Aristarchus noted that the sun 
shown shadowless at the bottom of a 
deep well at Assuan, Upper Egypt. 
Returning to Alexandria, likewise 
close to the summer solstice, Aris­ 
tarchus erected a vertical pole. He 
measured the shadow it cast. He 
thus found the angle subtended by 
the distance between .Assuan and 
Alexandria. 
From that Aristarchus calculat­ 
ed the earth’s circumference. As- 
toundingly. his error was less than 
10 per cent. 
Pope Urban V III had Galileo ar­ 
rested for claiming that the earth re­ 
volved Muttered Galileo, “ Still, it 
does move.” But not until 1851 did a 
giant pendulum devised by Jean 
Bernard Foucault in Paris supply 
the first direct method that proved 
the earth's rotation. (Reconstructed 
by the Smithsonian Institution in 
Washington, Foucault’s pendulum is 
now on display there. ) 
The geometric progression of 
knowledge is actually so great that 
Dr. Einstein estimated to me that 
about 90 per cent of all the scientists 
born since the dawn of man were 
alive when he was. 
In less than three generations 
they have given us the automobile 
age, the radio-TV-radar age, the 
computer age. the atomic age, the 
jet age and the space age. 
Speed is distance measured by 
time. Light travels at 186,000 miles a 
second. A light-year is six million- 
million miles. To cosmologists 
“ world" is virtually synonimous 
with "universe." And cosmologists 
are now theorizing about distances 
as great as 500 light years. 
Rising from the Newtonian foun­ 
dation, we have broken away from 
our little planet and its winds and 
ways and all familiar laws that re­ 
strain us. The eternal has become a 
part of the here and now. 


Mao puts 
genie back 
into bottle 


HONG KONG (L E N S )— Chair­ 
man Mao has formally ordered his 
revolutionary genie back into the 
bottle. 
Posters are quoting a new in­ 
struction from the Chinese leader, 
the first such public directive for 
over a year: “ The cultural revolu­ 
tion has been going on for eight 
years. Now it would be good for 
things to settle down. The entire par­ 
ty and army should unite." 
In fact, the cultural revolution 
has been over, in all but name, for 
five years, and similar calls for uni­ 
ty and stability have been coming 
out of Peking for at least six months. 
The latest issue of Red Flag stresses 
the importance of consolidation and 
proclaims that the party, the army 
and government organizations have 
all passed the test of the latest mass- 
criticism drive known as the anti- 
Confucious campaign.” 
Yet the very fact that such things 
need to be said—and that the chair­ 
man had to be summoned out of a 
long silence on the eve of his 81st 
birthday to add his voice to the 
rest—confirms that China today is a 
good deal more unsettled than it 
seems. 
The most serious recent signs of 
disruption have been on the rail­ 
ways. Last month, in at least nine 
provinces, the army had to be called 
in to speed up the" loading and un­ 
loading of freight in railway depots. 
The Chinese have not revealed why 
the bottlenecks occurred but provin­ 
cial broadcasts have implied that 
the railways were suffering from the 
same kind of factional disputes that 
have plagued industry since the anti- 
Confucious campaign heated up. 
The fullest and frankest descrip­ 
tion of the impact of the Confucian 
campaign on the Chinese economy 
appeared in a secret document put 
out by the Chinese central commit­ 
tee in July and published by Taiwan 
last month. 
According to this, factional fight­ 
ing, labor problems and an abdica­ 
tion of responsibility by managers 
had caused a sharp decline in pro­ 
duction, particularly in a number of 
major iron and steel plants, ma­ 
chine-tool factories and an arma­ 
ments plant. 
The document does not cite time 
lost in political meetings but this 
must also have been an important 
factor in declining production. 
The evidence of “ major weak­ 
nesses” in the economy assembled 
in the document plainly alarmed 
China's 
leaders. 
Its 
distribution 
through secret party channels coin­ 
cided with the sudden removal of the 
provocative posters that had gone up 
all over the country, and a new em­ 
phasis on unity and production. 
There were undoubtedly some 
purely economic grievances behind 
this year’s industrial troubles as, in­ 
deed, there were in 1967 when the 
cultural revolution set off demands 
for higher wages and fringe benefits. 
But the spark this time, as before, 
was clearly political; the disputes 
which brought factories to a halt 
seem to have been largely a grass­ 
roots reflection of the continuing 
battle of the titans. 
Only last month, under the fami­ 
liar subterfuge of history, Red Flag 
revealed a bitter argument over the 
central question of how to deal with 
the Russians. 
The article lambasted “ appeas- 
ers” and “ capitulationists” who 
might be willing to cede territory to 
northern barbarians. It may have 
been the voice of a temporarily de­ 
feated faction, for it appeared only a 
few days before the Chinese sent 
what sounded like a conciliatory an­ 
niversary message to the Russians. 
But not only did Brezhnev block 
any proposed negotiations with his 
frosty reply: last week it was report­ 
ed that Chinese and Russian troops 
actually clashed five times last 
month along the border separating 
Russia’s satellite state of Mongolia 
from China’s strategically impor­ 
tant Lanehow military region. 
The pseudonymous author of the 
Red Flag piece, who is thought to be 
a hardline Maoist, or even Mao him­ 
self, did not drop any definitive clues 
about the identity of the softliners. 
But they are likely to include army 
officers who have long been unhappy 
about China’s military inferiority to 
the Russians and see no alternative 
to negotiations, 
Red Flag recently alluded to 
problems of indiscipline within the 
army which included disobeying or 
ignoring orders from Peking So one 
of the compelling reasons for Mao’s 
latest instruction may have been to 
defuse this potentially dangerous 
conflict by calling a truce with the 
army. 
But all cannot be well in the army 
until the top jobs which have been 
vacant since Lin Piao’s death in 1971 
are filled, there is still no minister of 
defense and no chief of staff, al­ 
though a former acting chief of staff, 
Yang Cheng-wu, who was rehabili­ 
tated only last summer, is said to be 
in line for his old job again. The for­ 
mal appointment of a minister of de­ 
fense is one of the tasks of a National 
People’s Congress 


Hunting for sport?

(NEA)-— It was early evening and 1 
was motoring west, carefully negoti­ 
ating the Appalachian twists of 
Highway 50. Suddenly my headlights 
caught the outline of a man running 
across the road. As I drove closer he 
got quickly into a pickup and shot off 
into the night. No wonder. A few feet 
off the macadam, partially resting 
against a tree, was a deer; the hasty 
fellow in the truck was a poacher— 
he beat it to avoid identification. 
I got out to see the deer. It was a 
sight to turn the stomach. The 
poacher had probably jacklighted 
the creature, then blasted it at close 
range. The deer, a young doe, was 
punctured with holes, its head com­ 
pletely split from the impact. I 
guessed the hunter used a shotgun 
with punkin’ balls; the animal didn’t 
have a chance. 
I ’m told poaching is a way of life 
in eastern West Virginia and that 
restaurants will purchase venison 
with no questions asked, thus fairly 
decent profits can be made from the 
slaughter. 
But even without the profits, say 
the veterans of the area, poaching 
would be popular; the manager of a 
roadside explains it this way: 
“ Every man and boy in the county is 
a hunter. Everyone carries his gun 
in his car or truck. If they see a deer 
at night, it’s just natural for them to 
take a shot ; people here are fulltime 
sportsmen.” 
It’s interesting that the roadsider 


would couple poaching with sports­ 
manship. It’s a lie of course, but evi­ 
dence of popular theory among 
many of America’s 20-million li­ 
censed hunters who joy in dignifying 
their viciousness with executive 
terms. I did it myself for many years 
of my life; 1 would shoot down a 
squirrel with magnum shot and call 
myself a conservationist. For many 
who use guns on helpless animals, 
emotional necessity mandates the 
invention of vindications. 
But there may be no vindication 
for sport hunting. I decided this, for 
myself at least, several years ago 
during the war in Vietnam. I was on 
a helicopter at the time, returning 
from a medivac, when the pilot spot­ 
ted a tiger in the thin trees below. 
The copter dropped for a better look 
and the crew chief, feeling spirited, 
shot the beast with some 50 caliber 
bursts. I was stunned. It was not 
enough that men were killing one 
another, which to the point of self 
survival could at least be under­ 
stood, but here was this magnificent 
animal also sacrificed. For what? 
For emotional stimulation. It was 
wrong then in Southeast Asia; it is 
wrong now in eastern West Virginia. 
To be sure, the reading sports­ 
men will cry foul. Theirs is a noble 
work, so goes the propaganda. And 
indeed to a point they are correct. If 
there were no hunters, society might 
have to invent them; hunting done 
correctly is a means of conserving, 
not depleting, wildlife. Herds must 
be thinned to maintain numbers. 


States which have limited hunting 
have often found that starvation and 
disease can take a greater toll 
among wildlife than bullets. 
Then, too, there are true “ sports­ 
men ’’ hunters who aim for the heart 
for quick kills, fishermen who toss 
back all catches—one can applaud 
their sensibilities. 


But, given this, can you applaud 
the deliberate murder of any inno­ 
cent animal? And murder, never 
sport, is what hunting is. The sport 
magazines talk much of the trials of 
the chase, the dangers of the close- 
in, but this is laughable eyewash. 
There are few worries, save fellow 
hunters, in the U.S. forests; the stor­ 
ies of charging bears are usually as 
phony as the length of uncaught fish. 
As Thoreau said it: “ The hunting of 
the moose merely for the satisfac­ 
tion of killing him . . . is much like 
going out by night and shooting your 
neighbor’s cow." 


Sport? That implies even odds all 
around. In point of fact hunting with 
telescopic rifles, killing game from 
100 yards out, beating pheasants out 
of the few weeds left for them in the 
nation is the opposite of sport. It’s 
execution; witness the fat fellows 
wandering the nation’s commercial 
reserves and blasting away with 
$2,000 Brownings at some patheti­ 
cally released birds. It’s a hell of a 
way for the civilized to act; worse, 
it’s a terrible legacy and lesson to 
pass on to those who will be the civi­ 
lized of tomorrow.

Make-work no answer to probl ems

W A SH IN G TO N 
(N E A )— We 
have now reached the height of eco­ 
nomic absurdity. 
To reduce demand and fight in­ 
flation, Arthur Bums and the Feder­ 
al Reserve tighten the money supply 
so drastically that industries re­ 
trench and huge numbers of men 
and women are thrown from work. 
To remedy this tragedy, Presi­ 
dent Ford and Congress propose an 
expensive public service program 
and extended unemployment bene­ 
fits to increase demand. This will, of 
course, act to keep prices up. 
The net result is that hundreds of 
thousands of men and women are 
being removed from work aimed at 
turning out goods needed to end the 
scarcities which cause inflation and 
are forced to be non producing con­ 
sumers, destroying their self re­ 
spect. 
A multibillion dollar public serv­ 
ice program will inevitably be a 
monstrous bureaucratic boondoggle 
like the W PA of a depression we 
would like to forget. Administration 
officials speak confidently of recent 
experiments with small-scale public 
service projects. They forget small- 
scale models usually succeed be­ 
cause of the special attention they 
receive and the dedication of those 
running the trial. As programs ex­ 
pand and come to be managed by 
run-of-the-mill bureaucrats busy 


with their own jobs and their own 
priorities, more of the tasks are 
make-work and therefore demean­ 
ing. 
Officials insist this program will 
be different, that it aims at giving 
important jobs to skilled people tem­ 
porarily out of work because of the 
Bums monetary policies. But it is 
my experience after 31 years in 
Washington that officials inevitably 
find that managing new, temporary 
workers takes time away from their 
own tasks. The indoctrination period 
for much of the work in this public 
service program could be from three 
to six months. Since the average 
time in job is expected to be less 
than a year, and since many, hope­ 
fully, will be in these temporary 
slots from three to six months only, 
we are guaranteed a fiasco of enor­ 
mous proportions. 
In this regard, note that half of 
those unemployed in any one month 
today are employed the next month. 
The average length of unemploy­ 
ment is around 10 weeks. 
Curiously, President Ford and 
Congress are ignoring the obvious 
approach. Hundreds of thousands of 
jobs are now going begging because 
there’s a shortage of men and wom­ 
en with the required training, be­ 
cause the jobs are in one state and 
the qualified job hunter in another or 
because the man or woman looking 
for work has not heard of the open­ 


ing. Note also that a man or woman 
skilled in one occupation in oversup­ 
ply may lack the few finishing 
touches needed to adapt to a new line 
of work. Industry needs to be able to 
borrow capital at reasonable rates 
in order to expand and hire more 
workers, and to attack the shortages 
which give birth to inflation. 
• It is in these areas Mr. Ford and 
Congress should concentrate their 
energies. 


The tragedy is that officials, 
while busily making plans, admit 
privately they have no way of deter­ 
mining the magnitude of the prob­ 
lem. They have no idea of how many 
jobs are open, or of what types, or 
whether the required skills are 
available or in short supply among 
the unemployed Or how many un­ 
employed men and women have the 
basic skills which would enable 
them to be quickly trained to take 
posts employers are eager to have 
filled. 


The government for some years 
attempted to develop such a pro­ 
gram, but gave it up last year after a 
series of false starts and fumbles. 
Officials found no way to collect and 
process the information in time to be 
ot value; they found no method for 
separating fact from hope in listing 
job openings. 
So we don’t know where we are or 
where we are going 
What price price control ?

Things aren’t so bad that they 
couldn’t Ik* worse 
if they were bet­ 
ter, that is. 
'Ihere is a steel shortage today, 
among other shortages. Bad enough. 
But if the economy were humming 
and if the auto industry were taking 
its normal share of production, the 
shortage would be of “ staggering" 
proportions. This is the opinion of 
William H Knoell, president of Cy­ 
clops Corp., a steel producer. 
Knoell is concerned about the re- 
imposition of price controls, an anti- 
inflation measure strongly support­ 
ed in some quarters and even more 
strongly now because of the eight 
per cent price hike announced by 
U.S. Steel, the industry’s pacesetter. 
In tracing the origins of today’s 
steel shortage, he attributes it to the 
price controls imposed a few years 
ago. which compounded the problem 


the industry had already been hav­ 
ing competing with foreign steel un­ 
der the fixed dollar exchange rate 
established by the Bretton Woods 
agreement in 1945. 


Because of a severely overvalued 
dollar, says Knoell, foreign produc­ 
ers with their 
modern 
postwar 
plants were able to undersell Ameri­ 
can producers by $20 to $30 a ton. 
The dollar was eventually cut loose, 
but devaluation was almost imme­ 
diately followed by a freeze on steel 
prices at “ unrealistically” low lev­ 
els 


Steel imports continued to rise, to 
account for 18 per cent of domestic 
steel consumption, or the equivalent 
of all the growth in the consumption 
of steel in this country over a period 
of seven or eight years. 
The result was to restrict steel 
producers from making the profits 


necessary to expand capacity. The 
plants that were closed and the 
plants that were not built then are 
where the steel isn’t coming from to­ 
day, Knoell asserts. 


If legislators opt again for price 
controls, he warns, there will be no 
profits to he invested in reopening or 
building steel mills. U.S. producers 
thus will not be able to provide the 
steel that will tie needed when the 
economy gets going again. 


Others no doubt will draw differ­ 
ent conclusions from the same facts. 
There is no shortage of evidence, 
however, to support those who cau­ 
tion that while price controls may 
buy economic stability for a time, 
they only store up a lot of trouble for 
later 
As Knoell says, “ Today’s crisis 
all too often is yesterday’s hastily 
contrived legislation.”

“ T rees for w indbreak s a re 
available from several s our­ 
c e s," B arlass said, depending 
on the size and ty pe of trees de ­ 
sired. N orw ay Spruce, D oug las 
Fir and White Pine a re the most 
popular varie tie s for w indbreak 
planting in this area. 
When lay ing out a w indbreak , 
consider a seven row 
lay out 
with at least three rows in the 
first planting . Since older, m a ­ 
ture trees tend to break under 
heavy snow and wind stress, 
th e re should alw ay s be a new 
crop of tree s com ing up for r e ­ 
placem ents. 
By m eans of a 
planned rotation of seven rows 
at least a g ood three rows of siz­ 
able tree s can be m a intained 
y ea r afte r y ear.

P oultry m en had a roug h tim e 
in 19 7 4, but they will probably 
m ak e som e g ood profits in 197 5 
if they can survive long enoug h. 
The hig h cost of feed w as the 
m ajor burden for producers of 
chick ens, eg g s, 
and 
turk ey s 
during the past y ear. But feed 
costs m a y be near, or past, 
their peak . In short crop y ears, 
corn prices usually top-out soon 
after h arvest. 
Looking further ah ead, feed 
costs seem likely to be consid­ 
erably lower. If the 19 7 5 g row ­ 
ing season is averag e or better, 
the 
corn 
crop 
should 
total 
around 6.5 billion bushels. 
Such a crop would be about a 
third m ore than is available for 
dom estic use and ex port this 
y ear. It mig ht cut feed costs by 
20 to 30 per c e nt. 
P rices for broilers seem lik e­ 
ly to rise substantially in 197 5. 
Recent chick placem ents and 
eg g setting s w ere down about 12 
per c e nt. M ark eting s of broilers 
a re ex pected to show a sim ilar 
decrease. 
The supply of broilers a va ila ­ 
ble to consum ers in 19 7 5 a ppa r ­ 
ently will be no m ore than 35 
pounds per person. That would 
be 6 pounds less than in 197 4, 
and the sm allest am ount since 
1965. 
As the supply of chick ens 
shrink s, the dem and m ay in­ 
crease . One reason will be a 
sm aller output of pork . The 
pork supply is ex pected to dip to 
about 57 pounds per person nex t 
y ear. That would be 9 or 
10 
pounds less than in 19 7 4, and the 
sm allest supply since the g reat 
droug ht of the 19 30s. 
The sh ortag e of pork and 
broilers will be partially offset 
by a g row ing volum e of beef. 
R a nch e rs and fa rm e rs have 
added 
22 million cattle to their 
h erds in five y ears, and they 
m us t 
sell 
m or e c a t t l e for 
slaug hter. 
T he business recession m ay 
not be a big factor in the broiler 
m a rk e t. M any of the w ork ers 
laid off will g et alm ost as m uch 
spendable m oney as when they 
w ere w ork ing . And m any of 
those who continue to work a re 
g etting big increases in w ag es. 
The ca pacity for eg g produc­ 
tion is being cut drastically by 
an increased slaug h ter of hens 
and reduced additions of pullets 
to lay ing flocks. E g g output is 


ex pected to fall 5 to 7 per cent 
below 19 7 4 levels. 
T h ere a r e no g ood substitutes 
for eg g s Hence, a sm all re duc ­ 
tion in the supply usually pro­ 
duces a big price increase. The 
com bination of rising prices for 
eg g s and declining costs of feed 
should provide g ood profits for 
eg g 
producers

T ur k e y 
g r ow e rs 
s uf fe re d 
heavy losses in 19 7 4, because 
record supplies of turk ey s de ­ 
pressed prices while feed costs 
w ere inflated by the sh ortag e of 
corn.

One reason why an aging body 
deteriorates m ay be that its 
cells q u it mak ing enou gh m ate­ 
rial to glu e themselv es togeth­ 
er, a Sou thern Illinois Univ er­ 
sity biochemist specu lates. 
Jam es N. BeMiller said he 
think s the failu re of cells to 
produ ce carbohy drates may be 
related to degenerativ e dis­ 
eases su ch as diabetes, a rth ­ 
ritis, cancer and some blood 
v essel conditions. Among the 
fu nctions of carbohy drates are 
cementing cells to one another. 


‘T h e idea is that sometimes 
as a resu lt of aging, the body 
will reject some of the cells 
that wou ld otherwise be consid­ 
ered to be norm al,” the bio­ 
chemist said. 
BeMiller has receiv ed a two- 
y ear federal grant of $33,000 to 
stu dy the process of aging and 
carbohy drates with an associ­ 
ate, E.V. O iandrasek aran. 
“This whole area is in su ch 
infancy ," he said 
“ I gu ess 
th a t’s the importance of this 
whole 
in the 
work 
area. 
it’s a beginning 


The 
carbohy drates 
a re n’t 
those from food, he said, bu t 
are produ ced by cells and a t­ 
tached to cell su rfaces, a little- 
stu died process. 
Cells may reject one another 
if they don’t 
identify them ­ 
selv es with the proper su rface 
of 
carbohy drates, 
BeMiller 
specu lated. 
"Basically 
there 
are 
two 
sides to the sam e coin,” he 
said. “ In something lik e diabe­ 
tes the cells which produ ce in­ 
su lin are destroy ed. The body 
say s, T h ese are not normal 


cells here. We’ll get rid of 
them .’ 
“And with cancer it is the 
other way arou nd. Now there 
are foreign cells which wou ld 
ordinarily be destroy ed, they ’d 
be cleaned ou t by the sy stem, 
and they are not. There m ay be 
some 
relationship here 
and 
th a t’s what we are try ing to 
find ou t.” 
BeMiller added, “ If we d eter­ 
mine the cau se th a t’s alway s 
the first step in any treatm ent 
or control.” 
Bu t the biochemist doesn’t 


promise a fou ntain of y ou th to 
cu rb aging. 
‘T hose of u s who do it are 
not work ing in term s of ex tend­ 
ing the life span... We don’t 
really think it can be done,” 
BeMiller said. “The general 
idea 
is 
to 
find 
the 
basic 
changes that tak e place du ring 
aging .. to try to k eep people 
alert and produ ctiv e as they 
grow old Hopefu lly it will cu l­ 
minate in something that is go­ 
ing to be u sefu l in allev iating 
one or m ore of these diseases 
of aging ”

Meat 
consumption in any y ear de­ 
pends primarily on the amount 
produced and sold by farmers. 
Mr. Simerl points out that in 
1974. the averag e American ate 
about seven pounds more beef 
than the 116 pounds he ate the 
previous y ear. 
The average 
American ate about 66 pounds 
of pork—five pounds more thar 
he ate the previous y ear. 
H ow ever, per-person con ­ 
sumption of lamb and mutton 
dropped three-tenths of a pound 
to 2 4 pounds The cutback fits 
in with the historical decline in 
lamb and mutton production 
and consumption.

niques.” 
In answer to y our question, 
“ Is it a sin? ” —some priests and 
even some bishops who did not 
agree with Pope Paul’s Ency c­ 
lical have given the green light 
to Catholic couples who ask that 
question. Many others take the 
traditional view. According to 
two recent studies, almost as 
many Catholics use contracep­ 
tives as those of other faiths.

Smith also is chairm an o f

A ssu ran ce 
So ciety , o n e o f the largest co m ­ 
p an ies in the life-health in su r 
an ce in du stry , which in decades 
p ast so metimes was highly crit 
ical o f the So cial Secu rity co n ­ 
cep t . 
Disp u tin g critics who in sist 
the disability an d retiremen t in ­ 
su ran ce p ro gram is fin an cially 
u n stable, Smith main tain ed in 
an in terv iew that the p o ssibility 
o f ban kru p tcy was so slim as to 
barely ex ist. 
“So cial Secu rity is ju st as se ­ 
cu re as Co n gress wan ts to 
make it,” he said. “ If Co n gress 
do esn ’t p ro v ide the fu n ds it 
isn ’t secu re. Bu t Co n gress will 
p ro v ide the mo n ey , so the p u b­ 
lic has little to be co n cern ed 
abo u t.” 
Reco gn izin g that if ben efits 
are to be in creased so mu st 
rev en u es, the adv iso ry co u n cil 
is ex p ected late this mo n th o r 
early in Febru ary to reco m ­ 
men d a sharp in crease in the 
max imu m tax able wage base to 
$24 ,4 00 fro m $14 .KM). 
If Co n gress accep ts the rec­ 
o mmen datio n it wo u ld mean 92 
p er cen t o f American wo rkers 
wo u ld hav e tax es withheld fro m 
in co mes thro u gho u t the y ear. 
That is, 93 p er cen t earn $24 ,0(H) 
o r less a y ear.

it,” reco mmen din g the higher 
wage base, which wo u ld m ean 
that tax es withheld wo u ld ju m p 
to a m ax im u m o f $1.4 04 fro m 
$824 .85 . 
That amo u n t — $5 7 9.15 
Smith an d o thers in the p riv ate 
in su ran ce in du stry are in clin ed 
to feel, sho u ld be theirs to seek 
in sales o f su p p lemen tal in su r­ 
an ce an d p en sio n p ro gram s.

Economy provides stiff opposition

A P Sports Writer 
Almost any college athletic director 
would trade his Win button for a winning 
football team these days, considering the 
fact that football is one of the two 
revenue-producing college sports and 
money — very rapidly — has become the 
name of the game in collegiate athletics. 
The “ Whip Inflation Now” slogan is 
scoring big points on campuses every­ 
where. but coaches and their bosses are 
having a tougher time going one-on-one 
with the economy than any ofense their 
opposition can muster on the playing 
field. 
That’s the indication from an extensive 
Associated Press survey, which has re­ 
vealed that sports programs — like any 
other industry — have been taking a 
beating from the financial hard times 
which have stricken every other facet of 
American life. 
The situation has passed the point 
where athletic directors are saying. 
“ W e’ll worry about it later." “ Later" has 
arrived, with proof written across every 
ledger in the scholastic world. 
"W e ’re 
cutting down on paper, stamps, any­ 


where an expenditure can be reduced 
without hurting our program," says 
Frank 
Broyles, 
Arkansas 
athletic 
director and football coach. 
“ W e’re at the point where we have to 
make every nickel we can on concessions 
and programs to make ends meet," adds 
Leon Green, the athletic director at the 
University of Idaho. 
As a result, the National Collegiate 
Athletic Association will direct a major 
part of its attention to the money problem 
this week at its convention in Washing­ 
ton. 


A number of actions already have 
taken measures to bolster faltering ath­ 
letic departments. 
Overnight 
trips have 
been 
cut 
drastically, and travel in many cases is 
by bus instead of airplane. If any trip is 
made, players stay in the host school’s 
dormitory and a cafeteria hot lunch has 
supplanted the pregame steak 


Teams are taking fewer players on 
the road, hiring fewer coaches, giving 
fewer scholarships, and elim inating 
varsity designation for sports that don’t 
produce revenue. 


Alumni are asked if their checkbooks 
could stand another withdrawal and stu­ 
dents at some schools are being asked to 
pay higher recreation fees. 
Then there’s Title IX of the 1972 
Education Act. which has juggled sports 
department bank b<x>ks with the require­ 
ment that women’s athletics receive ade­ 
quate funds for its programs. 
In most cases, sacrifice must be 
made. The U n iversity of Vermont 
dropped football entirely as part of a $1.3 
million cost-cutting program. A return to 
one-platoon football has been discussed 
heatedly by coaches and will be a topic at 
the Washington meeting. 
Even big-money schools like Penn 
State, Ohio State, UCLA and Oklahoma 
are feeling the effects of the penny pinch, 
although the Buckeyes still are using 
black ink with a $6 million budget and the 
Bruins are breaking even on $3 million in 
income. 
Surprisingly, the Sooners saw a 
$400,000 excess in funds wiped out despite 
a completely soldout home football sea­ 
son, and the athletic department no 
longer will 
finance intramurals as a 
result.

proposed special interest legis­ 
lation. 


Including Carpentier. 10 for­ 
mer or current legislators were 
indicted. Carpentier was ac­ 
cused in a scheme that in­ 
volved legislation to raise load 
limits on state roads. 


Carpentier was known to have 
been co-operating in the gov­ 
ernment’s investigation and is 
expected to be a witness for the 
prosecution.
